An Act to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further 
sums from and out cf the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
services of the financial year 1979*80. 

He it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-first Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation Act, 198p. Short

2 . From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be paid igsue of
